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IWr. Cuss has given us a very creditable document, 


which tells well for his ability and industry. 
W e have 


not room for the whole report, but furnish our readers 


in the extracts which follow, a general and correct idea 


o f its statements and recommendations. 


E X TR A C T S. 


T h e genera! positions of the Army remain the 
same as at the time of my Inst report. 
Som e move­ 
ments, however, have taken place, which it is proper 
should be specially brought beiore you. 
Fourteen companies have been placed under the 
comm and of General Clinch, in Florida, with a view 
to impose a proper restraint upon the Seminole Indians, 
who have occasionally evinced an unquiet spirit, and to 
ensure the execution of the treaty stipulations, provi­ 
ding for the removal o f these Indians. 
As soon as this 
takes place, these troops will resumo their proper posi­ 
tions. 
T h e regiment of dragoons has been usefully employ­ 
ed in penetrntiug into the Indian country ; in exhibiting 
to the Indiana a force well calculated to check or to 
punish any hostilities they may commit, and in adding 
to our geographical knowledge of those remote regions. 
Colonel 
K earney, 
with* one 
detachment, 
marched 
through the country betw een the I)es Moines and the 
Mississippi rivers ; Colonel Dodge, \vilh another, made 
an 
excursion south of Missouri towards the Rocky 
Mountains ; and Major Mason, with a third, joined by 
a detachment of infantry, was employed in duties con­ 
nected with the assemblage o f a body o f Indians, at 
the Cross T im bers, near the G reat W estern Prairie, for 
the purpose of establishing permanent specific relations 
betw een the remote wandering bands and the United 
States and the more agricultural Indians, who Stave m i­ 
grated, under the public faith, to that region, or who 
seemed disposed to improve their condition by more 
settled habits. 
T h e duties committed to these troops 
liuve been well performed. 
T h e information concerning the discipline and m orale 
of the army is satisfactory. 
T h e officers are engaged in 
a great diversity of duties, growing out of various acts of 
Congress, many of which have no direct connection 
with their professional avocations. 
T hese duties are 
satisfactorily executed, and tlio expenditures to which 
they lead are generally made with fidelity, and accoun- 
ed for with promptitude. 
* 
* 
T h e number of officers in the Engineer corps is not 
sufficient for the performance of the various duties com ­ 
mitted to it. 
T h e consequence is, that in some instan­ 
ces the public works huvo been neglected or delayed, 
and in others they have been prosecuted by those who 
hud not the necessary professional skill and experi­ 
ence. 
* 
* 
T h e sam e considerations apply in a considerable de­ 
gree to the Topographical Corps, and I ask your favor­ 
able consideration for the m easure recom mended by 
the officer at the head o f it. 
* 
* 
Agreeably to a provision in an act ol the last session 
o f CongreSi, that portion o f the C um berland road be­ 
tween the town of Cumberland and the Ohio river, 
has been surrendered to and accepted by the Stales 
through which it passes ; and arrangements h ive been 
made by the authority o f these States for the collection 
o f such tolls as will keep it in proper repair. 
T h e funds 
appropriated for the completion of this road h ive been 
applied to the object, and will be fully adequate to its 
attainment. 
T his w ork, with the exception of some of 
the bridges, and of a few necessary repairs, is nearly 
finished, and is passable in its whole extent. 
T h e progress of the other w orks of internal improve­ 
ment is show n us the report of the Chief Engineer. 
A- 
mong these, one of the most remarkable, as well for 
its importance as from the 
unexpected 
facility 
with 
which it has so far been executed, is the removal oi the 
raft over lie d river* 
* 
* 
T h is work has been in progress, upon the present sy s­ 
tem , little more than two years, and the whole expen­ 
diture, including a sum o f twenty-three thousand dol­ 
lars, was applied in previous experiments that failed, 
has boon about one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
dollars. 
It is estimated that an additional appropriation 
o f forty thousand seven hundred and 
thirteen dollars 
will be required to complete it ; and which, with the 
sum of ten thousand dollursnow in the T reasury, will 
m ake for the whole cost cue hundred 
and eighty-live 
thousand seven hundred and thirteen dollars. 
T h e riv­ 
er has been cleared for a distance of eighty-eight miles, 
and thero yet remain tw enty-three miles o f obstruction 
to remove. 
This portion it is expected will be finished 
early in the next season, if the necessary appropriations 
are made in time. 
* 
* 
A loose estimate of the 
land which will he reclaimed and rendered valuable by 
this improvem ent, which has been m ade by Colonel 
Brocket* formerly Indian A gent in Louisiana, and inti­ 
mately acquainted with the region upon R ed river, pla­ 
ces it upwards of a million of acres ; and it will form 
one of the most productive districts in the Union, 
i'his 
Operation, as a mere matter of pecuniary value, will re­ 
turn many limes the am ount expended upon it. 
* 
* 
No appropriation# having been m ade at the last ses­ 
sion i f Congress for the prosecution of the w orks upon 
the fortifications, it has been deem ed proper to submit 
additional estimates of these objects. 
And as some of 
the forts first commenced have been completed, esti­ 
mates have also been approved by you lor 
the com ­ 
m encem ent of others, which have been recommended 
by the Board of Engineers in the continuation of the 
system of defence devised by them and submitted to 
Congress. 
A number of our most important harbors 
and inlets are either wholly undefended, or so partially 
protected, as to render their situation altogether inse­ 
cure in the event of exposure to hostile attempts. 
A n 
adherence to the general plan ol defence, and a gradual 
prosecution of the w ork as the national finances and 
other considerations may justify, seem to he demanded 
by a just regard to the circumstances of the country, as 
well us by the experience which the events of the last 
w ar forced upon us. 
la addition, how ever, to these permanent fortifica­ 
tions, there are some of our most extensive roadsteads, 
in which floating steam batteries ought to be employed. 
Among these are the C hesapeake and Delaware bays, 
and the harbor of N ew York. 
T h e peculiar situation 
of these estuaries, as well with relation to their expo­ 
sure, as to the best measures for their defence, and the 
imm ense value of the navigation and comm erce of which 
they are the outlets and inlets, render their security a 
m atter of deep interest to the whole country. 
In my last annual report, I comm unicated the facts 


| the depression of the foundation of Fort Cidhoun is so 
nearly checked, that further danger is not to ho npptc* 
bended. 
But us will he seen by the report o f the < I u tr- 
tefmaster General, the experiments at the Breakwater 
have not been so decisive as to sultfe the question con­ 
nected with that work ; and it has been thought b«st to 
nsk o f Congress t o appropriation only for one hundred 
thousand dollars, which, under any probable circum­ 
stances, can be judiciously expended. 
T h e report of the Visitor# appointed to inspect the 
Military Academy, and the documents transmitted by 
them , are submitted for your 
consideration, together 
with the suggestions they have made, and which are 
calculated, in their opinion, to promote the efficiency of 
that institution. 
* 
* 
T h a t improvements may be 
made in the several departments o! the Military Acade­ 
m y, cannot be doubted. 
N or can it be doubted that a 
thorough examination by Congress of its various con­ 
cerns, whether 
administrative, financial, or instruc­ 
tive, would be highly useful, and would tend to its p er­ 
manent melioration. 
Its results, so far as these can be 
judged by the character, conduct, and qualifications of 
the officers or the arm y, about two thirds of whom 
have been educated at this institution, h ive been deci­ 
dedly beneficial. 
T h e standard of acquirement for the 
military profession, has been raised ; habits of disci­ 
pline and subordination, necessary first to learn, before 
the duty of command can bo properly executed, have 
been acquired ; elementary knowledge peculiarly adap­ 
ted to a military life has been more extensively and ac­ 
curately taught, and we have been better enable«! to 
keep pace with those improvements, which the nations 
o f Europe have made and arc making in this important 
branch of modern science. 
Agreeably to your permission, I have introduced in­ 
to the estimates an additional sum for the arm am ent of 
the fortifications. 
W ithout going into any unnecessary 
detail upon this subject at the present time, I will bare­ 
ly remark that this measure is called for by the actual 
suite of our preparations, and by a provident regard to 
the duty of self-defence. 
* 
* 
A resolution passed the H ouse of Representative», at I 
the last session, requiring the Secretary o f W ar to pro­ 
cure certain information, having relation to the estab­ 
lishment of a national foundry, in the District of Co­ 
lumbia. 
T h e information which has been collect«;«! w ill 
lie communicated in obedience to the resolution ; but I 
am so impressed with the importance o f the measure, 
that I am induced to bring it to your notice in this re­ 
port. 
T h e United States have no establishment for the 
manufacture of cannon. 
T h e supplies w anted, as well 
for the field artillery of the army and militia as for the 
arm am ent of the fortifications, are now >:procured from 
four private foundries : one noar Richmond, on«) at 
G eorgetow n, one opposite W est Point, and one at 
P ittsb u rg : which appear to have been established, at 
several period#, in the expectation that their products 
would be received by the G overnm ent, as the public 
necessitu s might require, and at such prices its might 
from time to time be judged reasonable. 
As there is 
no private demand for tins manufacture in our country, 
it is obvious that no person would make 
the 
requisite 
preparations, which are understood to demand consid­ 
erable investments, and the employm ent of skilful 
w orkm en, practically acquainted with this branch of 
business, unless expectations o f a just reimbursement 
w ere held out. 
C ontract# for limited periods huvefrum 
time to tune been m ade, providing for the delivery of 
stipulated quantities ; but, as I had the honor to com ­ 
municate to you in my annual report of N ovem ber 21st, 
1831, the act of Congress of March 3d, 180f>, seems to 
present serious dillicullies in the way of such aa ar­ 
rangement, and since that time no formal contract has 
been made for the supply of cannon. 
T h e proprietors 
of these foundries have been annually informed, that if 
the appropriations would permit, and if cannon of d e ­ 
signated quality and size w ere fabricated, these would 
be purchased. 
In this manner the subject has lingered, 
without any action on the part of Congress, and without 
any authority on the part o f this D epartm ent, to m ake 
more ellicient arrangements. 
* 
* 
It does not seem necessary to exhibit in detail the 
number of cannon now in the possession of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, and distributed in its forts, arsenals, and tem ­ 
porary posts, and the number that will be required to 
complete the armament of the fortifications already con­ 
structed, o f thoso in the process o f construction, and of 
those projected, and the num ber necessary for the prop­ 
er demands of field service. 
It is suliicient to observe 
here, that the tjuuntity is far more than enough to justi­ 
fy extensive and vigorous arrangements ; and this with­ 
out reference to tlio accidents of time 
and 
service, 
which mu3t alw ays operate to reduce the slock on 
hand. 
* 
* 
T h e defective organization of the militia is universal­ 
ly acknowledged. 
But little 
practical utility results 
from the administration of the present system : and if 
this great element of national defence is worth preserva­ 
tion and i nprovement, it is time the whole subject 
should be examined, and that a plan, suited to the exi­ 
gencies of the country, should be adopted. 
* 
A board of ofiieers of the A rm y arid Militia was or­ 
ganized some years since, under the instructions oft.iis 
Departm ent, and by virtue o f a resolution of Congress, 
for the purpose of examining this subject, and o f devis­ 
ing a practicable plan for the organization, improve­ 
m ent, and efficient action of the mriilia. 
T h eir report 
contains the outline o f a p r o je t, which, with some 
modifications, appears to me to combine as many ad­ 
vantages as any other that can, prolnibly, bo adopted.— 
T h e basis was a classification of the a«lult male popula­ 
tion o f the United Stales, and a selection o f so many 
persons fro n it, above the age of twenty-one years, us 
should be necessary to complete the number required to 
be enrolled and organized at all times for actual ser­ 
vice ; beginning in all cases with the youngest above 
the prescribed age. 
T h eir report stopped at the num ­ 
ber they deem«;«! n«;cessary for constant equipment. As 
regards instruction and preparation, this limitation is 
no doubt proper, but still it would probably be dimm­ 
ed advisable, so far to organize the whole body, within 
certain ages, as to produce a classification, an«i to af­ 
ford the requisite facilities towards calling them into 
service in succession, should any contingency demand 
a larger force than the first division could supply.— 
This arrangement would render available for the de­ 
fence of the country its whole physical force ; not that 
any event could require it all to be embodied at the 
sam e time, but because a particular section might some­ 
times be peculiarly exposed, and call for the services o f 
a large proportion of its population; and the continu­ 
ance of the pressure might render it necessary to dis­ 
charge in succession those who had performed their 
prescribed terms, and to require the services of others. 
A mere organization would avail but little, unless in­ 
ducements were held out for proper instruction# and 
equipment. 
A nd I consider, tb refore, tome provision 
for elementary instruction, and for such equipment as 
I may be necessary to excite a proper emulation, indis- 
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probably bo found expedient to continue 
plan of voluntary oorp->. with some cb mg ; 
quire them also to meet for improvement, 
to expect that the whole adult male population «»I the 
country, cun or will furni-h iliein#i*lvi*s with the article# 
required by law, or that their collection f<«r any num ­ 
ber o f day# t hey can nflbrtl to devote to this object, and 
under the usual circumstances of such assemblages, can 
produce uny beneficial effect to themselves or their 
country. 
A lready, in a num ber of the States, the sys­ 
tem lias sunk under the weight o f public opinion ; and 
the practical question now is, w hether we shall remain

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in fact defenceless, or resort to a largo standing mint*- 
vvhole or > part oi the finiitur 
ry force in time o f pence, that just dread of all free N* J. at tin* «»tllce, with r< »1 nan»# 
governments, or adopt an elficicnt plan, which will pro- 
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pare for the public defence the greatest lorce at the 
least cost, nml without durtger. 
I am gratlid«;«! in Iming uble to announce to you that 
the Indians residing east of the Mississippi river, appear 
to ba yielding to the c mvi ffion tlmt their removal to 
the territory assigned for their residence in the W est, 
oilers the only rational prospect of any perm anent im­ 
provement in their condition, and that this measure ia 
essential to their prosperity. 
Both in the North and 
South the report» o f the officer# having charge! of this 
matter are encouraging, and vve may anticipate the full 
establishment of our present policy, and with the luir- 
est prospects of success, if the pre-existing prejudices, 
which h ive so long operated to retard our d ibits, cun 
ho removed. 
* 
I consider the 
experiments which have recently 
been m ade to provide for the maintenance ol the In­ 
dians, by reservations for their use, and with the power 
o f alienation, however guarded, to liuve wholly fuileil. 
T h ese tracts are too often sol«l for 
a v«*ry inadequate 
c n id r ition, and the am ount received s dissipated in 
expenditures cither positively injurious or altogether 
useless. 
As soon as the remaining tribes shall bavo been es­ 
tablished in the W est, w e may look forward to a happi­ 
er destiny for the Indians. 
And il this expectation be 
disappointed, the failure must bo attributed to the invet­ 
erate habits of this people, and not to the policy of th«; 
Governm ent. 
T h e arrangements for the comfbitublo 
establishment of the Indians bavo been projected upon 
a scale suited to their wants and condition, and to tho 
duties o f the United States,

T h e operations of the D epartm ent 
o f Indian aflairs 
art; shown in detail by tin; report of the Commissioner, 
and by that of the Com m issary General o f Fubtistence. 
Il was anticipated that a considerable body 
of the 
Creeks of A labam a would, ere this, liuve been on then- 
way to the W est. 
But recent information induces the 
belief that their journey h a t been postponed, but under 
circumstance# which will probably ensure their early 
removal in the spring. 
T h e treaty with the Setnitudcs 
of Florida, for their removal, is in the process of «*xe 
cution. 
A portion of tho tribe were not prepared to go 
at the time arrangements w ere First proposed to bo 
madis for their removal, and when by the lienty they 
might have been required to depart. 
A t their earnest 
solicitations, the measure was postponed until the com- 
iu.r winter, and assurances w ere given by them that 
they wout«i then be prepared to remove.

Should they 
not, measures will be adopted to ensure this cturso, e- 
qually dictated by a just regard to their own welfare, 
as well as that oi our ow n citizens in the vicinity o'" 
their residence. 
Governor Stokes, Genera! Arbuekle, and Major A rm ­ 
strong were appointed Commissioners to make a treaty 
with tin) roving tribes o f Indians who inhabit tho great 
W estern prairie, with the view o f establishing perma­ 
nent pacific relations betw een these predatory tribes 
and the United States, and also between tho same 
tribes and tbe other Indians of that region. 
T h e la­ 
mented death of Major Armstrong deprived the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the services of that valuable officer ; but the 
oilier commissioneis succeeded 
in effecting n pacifica­ 
tion, which 1 hope wili lead to a friendly intercourse 
among all the tribes in that quarter. 
Under the authority of an act o f the last session of 
Congress, an arrangement has been m ade by Colonel 
Brooks with the Caddo Indians, for the cession of their 
claims to land i.i the Sta.o ol Louisiana and Territory of 
Arkansas. T h is will he submitted to you at the proper 
time, for the consideration of the Semite.

which a citizen can be 


, cn ninaliy punished, as a libeller, for any publication he 


^ may make ; and we challenged the Bench and the Bar 


I to controvert this position. 
A champion has appeared 


against us, over the signature of “ X ,” in the columns 


ol the baleifi O bserver,w ho maintains that the common 


law sanctions these proceedings. 
Ho «ays—“ Is there 
in truth no common law on this subject ? 
Most cer­ 


tainly there is. 
It is so plain there is no mistaking it.” 


And this is his common law, which 
is so plain, with 
which he has favored us. 


“ It the libel,” says C’oke, “ he against a private man 


it deserves a sovere punishment ; for although the libel 
be made against one, yet it incites all those of the same 


family, kindred, or society, and so tends, per conse­ 


quence, to quarrels and breach of peace, and may be 


the cause ol shedding of blood, and great inconven­ 
ience.” 
And 
this, fellow citizens, is the common law, 


offered as paramount to the provisions of the constitu­ 
tion ! 
Tl»« opinions of an English Judge, living in 
nges past, in times of barbarism, in n distant country, 


of whut tho common law 
was in his day, not the law 
itself, is the sole foundation on which our Judges hnve 


r®*red up their law ol libel. 
T h e reader will bear in 


mind that this is not the common low of England, but 


only the opinion of Coke concerning that law. 
His 
ic.isons for the law ore unsound and fallacious. 
Libels 
no more tend to quarrels and breach of pence, than do 


opprobrious epithets applied personally to an indivi­ 


dual ; amJ yet the latter is not an indictable offence. - 


T ho law of libel, therefore, cannot be intended to pre­ 


vent breaches of the peace— it is designed solely to cur­ 
tail and restrain the liberty of the press. 
This question, 


however, as to tho English law of libel, is totally irrela- 


vent to the cause at issue. 
W e have never denied the 


e of the English law ol libel. 
W e have simply 


denied (hat it ever had a foot-hold here, previous to the 


adoption of our constitution, or could huve got one 


since, legally ; and have stated, that if it bad had a foot­ 


hold here, by “ being usually practiced upon in our 
courts, ’ previous to 
that time, 
the provisions of the 


constitution, securing the unrestrained liberty of the 
press, hud annulled that Jaw. 
“ X ” has not shown 


that the English luw of libel ever existed here previous 


to that period, and he will not have the temerity to as­ 


sert that our Judge law of lihel is, or ever has been, 
the English common law libel law. 


It is partly taken from the English common law, and 
partly of their own manufacture ; the whole, however 
in utter violation of Die constitutional rights o f the citi­ 
zen. 
And Judge Shaw had the sumo right, the same 
authority, to sentence Mr Cheever to thirty year«, us 
to thirty days imprisonment. 
“ X ” further remarks, 


“ that the great argument which runs through our arti 


cle, is the old, often-refuted, and therefore very silly 
one, that it is a restraint upon the press 
and to sus­ 


tain this position, gives tho following quotation from 
Blackstone 


“ T he liberty of the press is indeed essential to the 
nature of a free state ; but this consists in laying no pre- 
viotis restraints upon publications, and not in ^freedom 
from censure for criminal matter when published.

W e are not prepared to take as sound and true 


Blackstone’* opinion of the law. 
He states that the 
liberty of the press consists in laying no previo u s re­ 


straints upon publications, and that to punish publishers 


for whatever the Court may consider improper, injuri­ 


ous, or pernicious publications, is not restraining the 
liberty of the press. 
But we contend that the criminal 


law of lihel is, and was so intended to be, an a fte r 


censorship o f the press, equally effective in restrain­ 
ing its liberty, as a previous censorship, and was in­ 
tended as a substitute therefor. 


T h e previous censorship of the press had become so 


odious in England, that the people demanded its repeal, 


to which demand tho government was forced to yield. 
They sought for a remedy in tho criminal law of libel, 


and a supple judiciary lent a willing hand to this en­ 


croachment of power. 
Once admit the principle of 
Blackstone, and our boasted liberty of the press con­ 
sists merely in the right to publish only such matter as 


the C ourts may consider inoffensive 
T h e y , and not 
the C o n stitu tio n , in this case, would prescribe the 


rights o f the citize n and the rights o f the press. W e 
huve stated, and we repeal it, that the criminal law of 


libel is an a fter censorship o f the press in its opera­ 
tion, restraining prospective publications. 
This posi­ 
tion no man of reflection will venture to deny ; why is 
the libeller punished ? Surely to prevent the like publi­ 
cations by himself and others in future. 
And are we 


to be told that when we call this restraining tho liberty 
of the press, that it is a “ silly argum ent,” and oft-re­ 


luted ? 
Most certainly the man who will maintain that 
this is not a restraint upon the liberty of he press, that 


1 it was not intended to be a restraint upon the liberty of 
j the press, we should esteem not to be “ silly,” but 


knavish. 
“ X ” quotes also the opinion of Judge Story 


as authoritative in favor of the criminal law of libel. 


For ourselves, we have no more regard for Judge Sto 


ry ’s legal, than for his political opinions; and we are 


sure that the Father of the Gerrym ander will, at this 


day, command the respect of lew honest-minded men. 
T he general scope o f the remarks of “ X ” seem intend­ 


ed to show tho necessity, rather than the legality, of 


the criminal law of libel, as practiced by our Judiciary. 


He has not refuted a position of ours, or succeeded in 


showing that the law is founded on any constitutional 


principles.
